The program responsible for the 
suddén influx of low-caliber men 
is the one which allows a man to 
join the Army Reserve, serve two 
years on active duty with the Army 
and then serve four more years in 
the Reserves. Enlistments in the 
program since last August have 
run slightly over 16,000. 

“When the situation first came 
to..our attention recently, ” the 
Army spokesman said, ‘we were at 
a complete loss to explain its cause. 

“The thing that confused us the 

was that the enlistments in 
the two-year program were run- 
ning consistently between 75 and 
63 percent, and only between 18 
and 20 percent—which is normal— 
in the other RFA programs,” 

Since then several plausible ex- 
planations have been offered. 

First, Reserve enlistments may

Army Eases School Entry 
-For Active Duty Reserves 


WASHINGTON.—The Army has 
ves its eligibility requirements 
for sending Reservists on extended 
active duty to civilian schools for 
technical training. 
Service requirements after com- 
pace courses of 20 weeks or 
‘at civilian educational in- 
stitutions, as the Army calls them, 
remain the same. An indvidual 
must agree to serve four years after 
completing such a course.

Just in Time 

To Catch Gis 

WASHINGTON, — Soldiers 
are. getting into the social 
security system just in time 
to catch the impact of an in- 
crease in the pay-roll‘tax. 

A tevision of the social secur- 
ity law, iust signed by the Presi- 
dent, will raise the tax by one 
quarter of one percent. The 2% 
percent tax is effective Jan: 1, 1957, 
the same day the military goes 
into regular social. security under 
another new law, the Hardy sur- 
‘Vivor benefits act. . 

“The new tax is accompanied by 
some new benefits, but there is 
no increase in the amount of 
old age or survivor payments. 

For the first time, social secur- 
ity will pay out for disability. It 
will give the totally and perma- 
nently disabled person his old-age 
pension at 50 instead of at 65. 
To be @igible, he must have been 
in “covered” employment 20 out 
of the iast 40 quarters before dis- 
ability, amd for 1% years out of 
the three years before disability. 

People in service for five years 
Jan. 1, if 50 or over, will be im- 
mediately eligible. 

That's because they get im- 
mediate scial security credit as 
having been “covered” for all mili- 
tary service since Dec. 31, 1950. 
Five years makes the 20 quarters. 
The maximum free credit for pre- 
1957 military service is six years. 

Another change is a liberalized 
provision for widows and wives. 
Now they have to wait until 65 to 
collect old-age pensions. 

Under the new law, the widow 
ean start collecting full-size old- 
age benefits at age 62—provided, 
of course, that her husband died 
“fully insured.” 

The wife at 62 (her husband be- 
ing 65 or over and drawing his 
pension) can take a 75 percent 
pension or can wait until she is 
65 for the full pension.

It's Time to Locate 
Pre-Service Card 
If You Have One 


WASHINGTON, — Service- 
men who have ever worked in 
a job under Social Security 
should dig out their ald cards 
to prepare for the new sur- 
vivor benefits law, the Penta- 
gon said last week. But beyond 
that, the word is “hold tight 
until you get official instruc- 
tions.” 

The law revamps the whole com- 
pensation-retirement picture for 
all active duty personnel and many 
retired persons and survivors. 

The services are all rushing in- 
struction to the field, but officials 
warned that there are a number 
of areas where acting too soon 
could complicate things. 

Social Security coverage for ex- 
ample will be broadened and. sol- 
diers put on a “participating” basis 
Jan. 1. This means their pay will 
be decked by 2% percent. The gov- 
ernment will match this amount 
and the money will be credited to 
the individual’s retirement pay 
account. But, he must have an ac- 
co@at number with Social Secur- 
ity. 

Persons who have ever worked 
in*a job covered by Social Se- 
curity should locate their cards 
or send home for them if possible, 
the Pentagon says. Just having the 
number is not enough. 

Those who have never had a 
card are not supposed to apply 
to Social Security for them, how- 
ever. The services, with Social 
Security, will assign both cards 
and numbers sometime before the 
January deadline. Getting a card 
for himself and another from the 
services could complicate a mem- 


ber’s account and delay benefits to | 


his family if he died before get- 

ting things straightened out.

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Services Replacing Old Autos 
OAKLAND, Calif.—The armed forces at homevand abroad are receiving their first 

big batch: of new, non-combat cars in five years. 


Operation New Car is being con- 
ducted by the Army Ordnance 
Corps, the procurement agency 
for all Department of Defense ve- 
hicles. . 

The ‘result — sedans, station 
wagons, pickuns, panel and dump 
trucks and other service vehicles 
—are from 10 assembly lines 
across the country. They aré going 
overseas through the ports of New 
York and New Orleans and 
through the Golden Gate. 

They will replace 1951 and 
earlier model vehicles which have 
rolled-a minimum of 60,000 miles, 
often in areas where the Amer- 
ican neighborhood service station 
and spare parts facilities are not 
to be had.

APPROXIMATELY 3500 new 
vehicles are being accepted by the 
San Francisco Ordnance District 
for armed services throughout the 
West and the Pacific. At an as- 
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sembly line in Oakland, three ser- 
geants and a seaman watched the 
new cars being put together, and 
later chose their favorite among 
“four exciting colors” — Army 
drab, Navy gray; Air Force blue, 
and Marine Corps forest green. 

They found no two-tone jobs but 
did hold Army and Navy stencils 
against the doors of a snappy red 
and white convertible—just in 
case the assembly line fouled up 
on the contract. 

At Army and Navy port facil- 
ities ‘in. Oakland, the men saw 
loading operations that would. take 
the new vehicles to Lima, Hono- 
lulu, Kwajalein, Japan, Okinawa, 
the Philippines, .Indo-China and 
other duty ‘stations:

Uniform Title 
Contest Ends 
On August 20 


WASHINGTON. — There’s still 
time to get an entry in the “Name 
the Uniform” contest that the 
Army is running: 

A $300 top prize will be given 
the soldier who submits the win- 
ning name. Entries in the contest 
must be sent directly to the Adju- 
tant General of the Army, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C., so as to arrive 
by Aug. 20 or before. 

Entries so far have been com- 
ing in at a rate of about 20 a day. 

The contest is to select a name 
for the new green uniform which 
can be worn as optional off-duty 
wear beginning Oct. 1.. 

Any man or woman on active 
duty in the Army is eligible to com- 
pete for the prize.

form and a statement in 25 words 

or less explaining the reason for 
picking the name suggested. 

Names proposed should attempt 
to reflect the prestige and tradition 
of the Army. No duplication prizes 
will be awarded. The winner, in 
event that more than one contest- 
ant submits the winning name, will 
be picked on the basis of the state- 
ment telling why the name was 
picked.

records over closed courses of 100, 
500 and 1000 kilometers. 

Speed over the 100-kilometer 
course by the two Army pilots 
with the chopper from Army 
Board 6 was 141.9 miles per 
hour.

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Good News for Survivors 


HE SURVIVOR BENEFITS bill, one of the most im- 
portant pieces of service law enacted in recent years, 
has reached the end of its long journey. The President 
signed the bill on August 1 and it will go into effect on Jan. 

1, 1957. 

It would-be hard to over-estimate the far-reaching ef- 
fect of the survivor bill. One of the Defense Department’s 
career legislation leaders described it to us as the most im- 
portant bill for service people considered by the 84th Con- 
gress, It is probably more important than the Career In- 
centive Pay Act of 1955. 

With such a complex measure, it would be unusual in- 
deed if one agreed with all its provisions. On the whole, 
though, it is an excellent bill. More important, it is probably 
the best bill that could have been obtained at this time. 

The services have lost a lot of good men in the past be- 
caus@ of the limited benefits obtainable by their survivors 
should death occur. When Gen. Gruenther announced recent- 
ly that he would retire, it was said that one thing that per- 
suaded him to consider leaving was the thought of how little 
his widow would get if he died. He wanted to leave his family 
secure and he wanted to be able to help his grandchildren. 
One feature of the industrial positions offered to Gen. 
Gruenther—and sc many of our other ranking officers—is 
the generous benefits program set up for employees’ families 
in case of death. 

Under the survivor benefits bill just made into law, the 
widow of a rear admiral or above would get $266 a month 
on his death. In the past the payment has been an incredibly 
low $70. 

A measure as complex as this is bound to. create some 
confusion and misunderstanding. That is one reason why 
Army Times is preparing a detailed explanation of the bill. 
We will begin to publish a series of articles on the subject 
next week. Meanwhile, there are two points we'd like to 
clear up right now. 

‘ One is that the bill takes nothing away from anyone. 
Those who are getting. benefits now under. the “old” sys- 
tem, including Reservists’ survivors getting the large pay- 
ments from FECA, can continue under that system if they 
wish. And a widow who is how getting indemnity payments 
{$92.90 a month) can continue under the old system until 
the indemnity runs. out, then switch to the new. On a life- 
long basis, the new system pays more. 

The other point that needs clearing up concerns social 
security. Since servicemen now enjoy free credit in- this 
respect, based on an assumed income of $160 per month, 
some have written to complain that this is being taken 
away. They now will have to pay for social security. 

But they will get a good deal more in the future. The 
present free credit hz: been applying only to benefits for 
children, should a mar die. The man himself has not been 
able ta draw social security payments when he retires. If 
he draws military retired pay, he usually loses all social 
security credit, Under the new bill, the man will keep all the 
dollar credits he pays for and will be able to draw both re- 
tired pay and social security. 

It is true that men leaving the service after a few years 
have been able to take the free credit with them—and they 
still can take up to six years’ credit with them if they leave 
in the! future. 

But the credit as now given was just a temporary meas- 
ure for the draftee, a little something added for the short- 
timer, In the new bill, it is a real career incentive. It is de- 
signed ‘alike for those who stay in and those who get out. 

iree groups deserve credit for pushing fhe bill through 
to completion. One is the Select House committee, headed 
first by Rep. Bates (R., Mass.), then by Rep; Hardy (D., Va.),, 
which spent long monthsworking up the bill. The second 
group js the Pentagon’s Career Legislative Task Force, which 
gave an outstanding presentation to Congress on behalf of the 
bill.

Free World Must Not Be Blackmaiied by Nasser 


: By GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT 


MY hae crisis precipitated by Colonel Nasser’s seizure of the 


" Suez Canal emphasizes the importance of this great 
international waterway and the need for some reliable guar- 
antee that the canal will remain open and available on equal 
terms to’the shipping of all nations. 


Working out the details of such 
an arrangement will involve 


lengthy negotiations. But no time |f 


can be lost, meanwhile, in demon- 
strating that the os 
great trading Hs 
and shipping na- F;

There is little 
to choose be- 
tween Nasser’s attitude and that 
of the robber barons of the Rhine 
who levied a toll on passing ship- 
ping with no better justification 
than the possession of a favorably 
situated castle. 

But there is much more to this 
affair than mere extortion. As 
a Beirut dispatch to the New 

York Times warns, “Egyptian 
nationalization of the Suez Canal 
is viewed here as the most spec- 
tacular.example of the current 
general anti-Western trend that 
is evident all through the Middle 
East.” 





And it was deliberately so in- 
tended—the dispatch goes on: 
“The manner of the announcement 
showed that Nasser was intent on 
making it a blow against the West 
as much as one in favor of Egypt.” 

” * 3 

IT IS IN THIS fact that the need 
effective counter- 
measures is to be found. The 
longer the West hesitates, talks 
and debates, the more dangerous 
the situation becomes and the 
wider will spread the urge to emu- 
late so safe and apparently profit- 
able an example. 

For Americans, there are certain 
political, economic and military 
factors to be kept in mind in con- 
sidering what is to be done. It 
may be helpful to list a few of 
these points. 


POLITICAL FACTORS 
1. Disrupting effect on NATO 


' and other alliances if we fail to 


support Britain and France in th 
Suez matter. $ 
2. Effect throughout Middle 
East and North Africa if Nasser 
is allowed to get away with this 
“blow against the - West.” 
3. ‘Need to devise means of ef- 





fective action which will avoid as 
ar as possible the appearance of 
a comeback for “imperialism” or 
“colonialism”—hence the neces- 
sity for U.S, participation in what- 
ever is done. 


4. Need to keep the interna- 
tional quality of the Suez issue 
clearly defined, and entirely sepa- 
rated from the Arab-Israeli dis- 
pute—which is the basic issue on 
which there is emotional Arab 
unity. 

5. Need to avoid opening way 
for increased Soviet influence in 
the Middle East (hence emphasis 
on shipping and trade, in which 
USSR is not a major participant.) 

6. Remember that Nasser has 
plenty of political foes in other 
Arab countries and right at home 
in Egypt. If he fails to get away 
with this Suez grandstand play, he 
may be on the way out. 


ECONOMIC FACTORS 


1. An assured flow of Middle 
Eastern oil through the Suez Canal 
is essential to Western European 
industrial health and specifically to 
Britain’s economy and financial 
position. This cannot be allowed 
to rest merely on Nasser’s bland 
assurance that he doesn’t intend to 
obstruct the canal. 

2. U.S. oil pro‘iuction could be 
stepped up, but could not fill Euro- 
pean needs because of lack of dol- 
lars to pay for it. 

3. Despite optimistic predic- 
tions, the cold fact is that the ad- 
ditional tankers needed to haul 
Europe’s oil supplies around the 
Cape of Good Hope could not be 
provided in less than a year’s time, 
maybe not then. 

4. Pipeline capacity from the 
Persian Gulf to the Mediterranean 
could be modestly increased, but 
the pipeline companies are already 
being subjected to hold-up tactics 
by Arab governments—such as 
Lebanon’s attempt to levy a retro- 
active tax for four years back. If 
Nasser is triumphant at Suez, this 
situation will get worse. 

5. In addition to losses of 
American oil investors, prices of 
commodities such as tin and rub- 
ber are already rising in the U.S. 
Large percentages of U.S. imports 
in these and other important cate- 
gories come via Suez. 

6. Uncertainty as to ability of 
Egypt to operate the canal effi- 





ciently will cause a rise in insur- 
ance rate, re-routing of shipping 





MPs Crack Down on Service

FORT DIX, N. J.—A _ four-

These men could be taken from 
the much publicized surplus mas- 
ter sergeants who have held pre- 
dominent MOSs for their particu- 
lar arm of service. 

Another solution would be to 
MOS 001.8 and award MOS. 001.9 
as primary MOS. In connection 
with this, the sergeants majors 
should be given a distinctive insig- 
nia, such as major’s oak leaf in the 
center of the chevron. Only E-7 
personnel should be permitted to 
fill these positions: 

E-7 personnel should be given 
a distinctive uniform and be re- 
quired to wear it. These should 
be for both garrison and field duty. 
Many suggestons have been made 
to adopt the pinks and greens as 
a uniform for E-7’s.. I have dis- 
cussed this with many officers and 
master sergeants and they all agree 
100%. It would be of little cost 
to the government with the com- 
ing uniform change. It doesn’t ap- 
pear that the much talked about 
pay increase for these positions 
will ever materialize, so give the 
top NCOs some incentive to work 
for and not a guess as what his 
job will be upon assignment. A 
mere pay increase of approximate- 
ly $7 per month each two years is 
not much to look forward to. E-7 
promotions and assignments should 
be controlled by D.A.

82d Airborne 


Group Takes 


Navy Frogmen’s Training 


FORT BRAGG, N. C.—Fourteen 
members of the 82d Abn. Div.’s 
Pathfinder and Anti - Tank 
platoons recently completed the 
Navy’s underwater demolition 
training course at Little Creek, 
Va., to become the division’s first 
airborne frogmen or underwater 
paratroopers, depending on how 
you look at it. 

The dozen enlisted men and two 
officers who took the course are 
members of the detachment sta- 
tioned at the Naval Base at Little 
Creek for the summer. Their mis- 
sion has been, and in, to show 
through static displays and on-the- 
ground demonstration, Airbourne 
equipment and techniques. 

Thousands have become ac- 
quainted with Army parachuting 
through their efforts. In June, 
they were joined by other mem- 
bers of their units for a parachute 
drop during Exercise Tramid, an 
annual operation to train Midship- 
men from the -U. S. Naval Acad- 
emy. 

The course they took was a 
slightly modified version of the 
training which the Navy gives its 
frogmen, It included all phases of 
underwater demolition work, from 
marine biology to inland penetra- 
tion, and used such non-airborne 
items of equipment as diving fins, 
aqualungs, sea compasses and plas- 


into the water individually, and 
swim to the beach, 

This much of the operation, like 
the parachute jump, is only the be- 
ginning. Once they have completed 
it, they are ready to begin their 
work, which could include recon- 
naissance of an enemy-controlled 
beacH area or demolition of ob- 
structions on the bottom of the 
beach approaches, 

When the-work is done, the men 
swim seaward again, to be picked 
up.. The patrol boat cruises in, 
and a “catcher” in a raft attached 
to its side, hauls the frogmen in 
one at a time as the patrol boat 
moves. 

The training was under direc- 
tion of the Ship-Shore Department 
of the Naval Amphibious Training 
Unit at Little Creek. The sea 
training was conducted in Chesa- 
peake Bay, some 800 yards off the 
beach.

CHAPTER 5 

GUPPOSE you want to make use 

of the public lands in a man- 
ner that is not authorized by exist- 
ing rules?. Do you have to wait 
for a congressman to put through 
a private bill for you? 
} No. Every Federal agency hav- 
ing jurisdiction over public land 
is authorized to issue what is 
known as a “special-use” permit. 

The Secretary of the Interior is 
authorized, through the Bureai: of 
Land Management, to grant spe- 
cial-use permits to any qualified 
applicant seeking to use any por- 
tion of the millions of acres of pub- 
lic domain that are under BLM 
jurisdiction, whenever such use of 
the public lands cannot be granted 
by laws already on the books. 

In effect, a special-use permit 
is a lease granted to you by the 
government, giving. you the right 
to use a specified amount of Fed- 
erally-owned land. You do not 
ewn the land, nor will you be able 
to obtain title to it unless you 
subsequently apply to get it -per- 
manently under some other law, 
such as the Small Tract Act. 

You may get a special-use per- 
mit for as little as $5 a year. The 
permit may be issued for a period 
of five years and it may be re- 
newed 


In practice, the issuance of spe- 
permits is in the hands of 
BLM’s district land officers. 

A special-use permit may be is- 
sued to any citizen over 21, or to 
any American association, corpora- 
tion or group having members who 
are citizens over 21. 

Among the biggest users of these 
permits in recent times have been 
telephone, television and radio cor- 
porations. 

Others have obtained permits 
for sueh varied activities as oper- 
ating a glider field, setting up a 
camp, undertaking an_archeologi- 
eal expedition or exploring for 
water to reclaim arid lands. 

a * * 


AN APPLICATION for a special- 
use permit can be made only for 
vacant land. But it does not have 
to be unreserved land. Special-use 
permits may be issued for land 
withdrawn or reserved for other 
uses by the government. This pro- 
vision can be significant, particu- 
Jarly for those who are primarily 
interested in land for recreational 
use. 

Consider, for example, the many 
reclamation and. Federal 


projects throughout the. nation. 


Many of these are located on sites | 
lakes, | 
rivers, streams and scenic forests, | 


which contain or adjoin 


Often the lands which adjoin such 
a site but are not an integral part 
of the reclamation or power proj- 
ect itself are in the hands of the 
government. The government may 
mot even have any ‘plans for put- 
ting this land to general public 
use. There is nothing to prevent 
any qualified citizen from applying 
for a special permit for the use of 
such land, even to the extent of 
putting up a hunting and. fishing 
camp.

APPLICATIONS for a special- 
use permit are made on BLM form 
4-972 and must be submitted in 
duplicate. Application forms may 
be obtained from any BLM office, 
but they may be filed in the land 
office of the state or area in which 
the land in question 1s located. 
Each application must be accom- 
panied by a $5 fee, which is re- 
funded if the application is not 
granted. 

_In your application you must be 
specific about the use to which 
you expect to put the land. Do 
you intend to build a cabin? How 
many people will occupy it? Do 
you expect to use it just ‘on week- 
ends, holidays and vacations, or all 
year round? ‘Describe it almost as 
if you were trying to interest a 
friend in joining you. The more 
specific you make your story, the 
less trouble you will have in pro-

| THE FOREST SERVICE, like 
|the Bureau of Land Management, 
| follows the multiple-use principle. 
Thus, for many years it has opened 
to the public certain lands suit- 
able for use as summer home and 
cabin sites. The areas chosen for 
such use by private ciuizens are se- 
lected by veteran Forest Service 
officers. 

Such areas usually are close to 
first-rate fishing, hunting, boating 
and hiking. 

Anyone may obtain a lease. The 
rental of a summer home site in a 
national forest is established in 
the lease on the basis of the value 
at which the land is assessed for 
that purpose. However, according 
to Forest Service records, $25 
a year is a typical minimum 
fee. Home sites renting for more

The amount of land you can get 
for a home site is determined by 
the Forest Service. The usual 
size of a home-site lot is about 
three-quarters of an acre. How- 
ever, when lots are laid out for 
home sites, Forest. Service officers 
often create buffer zones around 
them in order to keep neighbors at 
a respectable distance. The usual 
lease for a:summer home site runs 
for 20 years and is gencrally re- 
newable. There are no catalogs in- 
dexing the number of summer 
home sites or their locations in the 
national forests. Administration 
is decentralized; each forest is 
basically the responsibility of the 
individual forest supervisor.’ Lo- 
cating and filing an application for 
a national forest summer home 
site is a matter of dealing with the 
individual supervisor. This can 
be done through correspondence 
or by actually visiting the forest 
itself, not an unpleasant reason for 
a vacation trip. 

Once you have located a forest 
in which home sites are available, 
the forest supervisor will arrange 
for you to make a personal inspec- 
tion of the land, and if there are 
several lots available you will have 
your choice.

Under the GI Bill, a veteran re- 
ceives a monthly allowance which 
he must prorate among his living 
expenses, tuition, supplies, etc. No 
separate tuition payment is made. 

Further, under PL 894, a veter- 
an continues to draw his subsist- 
ence allowance for two months 
after rehabilitation is completed. 

Medical care is provided for a 


veteran where such treatment is 


necessary for him to continue in 
training. GI Bill students must meet 
the regular VA requirements for 
hospitalization without any special 
advantage because of their GI Bill 
status.

LICENSING rules in Arizona 
honor out of state servicemen’s 
tags and operator’s licenses..But 
dependents must be licensed and, 
if the wife uses the car and works, 
the car itself must have Arizona 
tags. Tags and operator licénses 
need not be from the same state. 
Tags run from $4.50 with age of 
the vehicle a factor. Licenses are 
$2 for three years. 

The state requires no inspec- 
tions, no county tags and no min- 
imum insurance. But individual 
posts may demand insurance, in- 
spection and special registration. 
This also is worth checking soon 
after arrival. 

House trailers must be licensed 
even if parked and used as resi- 
dences. The fee is $4.50 plus a 
percentage of the assessed valu- 
ation. But, there are no special in- 
surance requirements on trailers.

TAXES for members in Arizona 
only by military assignment are 
limited t@a two percent retail tax 
and one percent on consumed 
goods. State residents are hit with 








both a personal property and in- 
come tax but draw a $1000 exemp- 
tion on the income bite. 

Personal property taxes are 
payable by June 30; the income 
tax, by April 15. 

High school students moving to 
Arizona with service families dur- 
ing their senior year will want to 
know that the state requires them 
to attend an in-state high school 
for at least one semester before 
graduation. They must have 16 
units for graduation, including 
three in English, two in social 
studies; one math and one in 
science.

10-Gauge Gun Shell | 
Fired in 75mm Salutes 


FORT MEADE, Md.—An adap- 
ter that permits the firing of blank 
10-gauge shotgun shells in 75 milli- 
meter salute guns will cut the an- 
nual cost of daily reveille and re- 
treat formations more than 3500 
per cent at 10 Second Army in- 
stallations. . 

This estimate is based on the 
$4.30 cost of each 75mm round as 
compared to 12 cents for a 10 
gauge shotgun shell. With two 
firings at the installations on 310 
days each year, the Army area will 
save $83.60 a day, or more than 
$25,000 every year. 

The idea for the new method of 
firing salutes resulted from a 
Technical Letter which the Ord- 
nance Weapon Command at Rock 
Island (Ill.) Arsenal sent to Head- 
quarters Second Army earlier this 
year. As suggested by Rock Island, 
the adapter required that a ram- 
rod be used to load the shell 
through the gun’s muzzle. 

This letter was referred to a 
Second Army committee on supply 
economy, which enlisted the aid of 
the G4 (Logistics) Section. 
Second Army Ordnance tech- 
nicians studied the drawings and 
with the assistance of Fort 
Meade’s Ordnance personnel came 
up with a different adapter that

Fate and Not Failure 


= 


Defeated Jim Nance 


BeRIED deep in reports of seven- 

month auto production totals 
was_the item recording an increase 
in the number of Studebalfers as- 
sembled in July over June with 
a “hut” attached to it—a sharp re- 
minder of the recent trends in the 
automotive industry. The “but” 


’ was the fact that “Packard halted 


production at the end of June, 
thus pulling down the total of the 
Studebaker-Packard company be- 
low the previous month.” 
Although the firm created by 
the merging two great names, 
Studebaker and Packard, made 
considerable progress against great 
obstacles under its President 
James Nance, that energetic or- 
ganizer had really been licked in 
his major objective before he 
could really get his téeth into his 
job. It was fate and not failure on 
his part. The death of George Ma- 
son who controlled Nash and Hud- 
eon ended Nance’s dream of a 
merger of all four independents. 
* * 


THERE IS some uncertainty 
whether Curtiss-Wright, which af- 
ter long negotiations finally bailed 
Studebaker-Packard by taking over 
control under a three-year manage- 
ment contract, will continue the 
manufacture of either or both cars. 
At present Roy Hurley, chairman 
of Curtiss-Wright, although a 
former auto-maken himself — a 
member of the Ford organization 
—appeared to be chiefly, if not 
exclusively, interested in defense 
contracts. A part of what he got 
for the $35. million he paid to 
Studebaker-Packard was a twelve- 
year lease on S-P plants which had 
been used chiefly for defense 
work. Hurley has the right to pur- 
chase control of S-B in two years 
by purchase of its stock. He has 
stated he would continue to make 
autos but it is understood that he 
intends to concentrate on the Gov- 
ernment contracts and make fewer 
cars. 

The “Big Three,” General Mo- 
tors, Ford and Chrysler together 
have been making fewer cars, too, 
25% less than in the first seven 
months of 1955 but the total car 
production rose 4.3% in July over 
June. All companies showed an in- 


‘ crease in this period except Gener- 


al Motors and Studemaker-Packard 
Ford inereased its output 13.3% 
over June. 

International Harvester will 
stop tractor ‘production in its 
Louisville and Rock Island plants 
beginning October 1 for at least 
five weeks, “because of the neces- 





sity of bringing laventoriee of 
finished tractors more in line with 


current and anticipated demand.” 
- . ” 


THIS PROBABLY sounds some- 
what more gruesome than the 
longer-range picture justifies since 
the farm prospects are much 
brighter than they were. 

The decline in production in 
both passenger cars and wheel 
tractors this year has very. little 
to do with the story of Stude- 
baker-Packard which would ‘have 
come to a sad ending already if 
the Government hadn’t handed 
over the defense contracts which 
made the Curtiss-Wright deal pos- 
sible, It is the same old story— 
the “little” fellows can’t compete 
with the Bigs. Is the Government 
itself partly to blame? J. A. Liv- 
ingstone, financial editor of the 
Washington POST thinks so. If 
the Administration really believes 
we’d all be better off with five 
auto makers than with only three, 
he says, “the Government ought 
to change its car-buying specifica- 
tions to make Little Two cars ac- 
ceptable to all bids.

men of the Army has more than 
doubled, except for that of the 
Chief of Staff of the Army and 
other four-star generals. This 
grade has actually taken a “cut” 
of $883.20 during these years. 

In 1876 when we had an active 
duty Army of only 25,000 the grade 
of general paid $13,500. This was 
all take-home pay, tax-free. Today 
a four-star general , receives 
$15,316.80 annually. 


On its face this looks like an 
increase of $1816.80 over the 1876 
scale. But since his pay in 1876 
was tax-free, this amount has been 
included as a differential. This 
would drop his present pay scale 
to $12,616.80 per year. 

The pay of a recruit, on the oth- 
er hand, has greatly increased. 
The old pay rate of $15 a month 
is now $78 a month. To this base 
pay must be added his “found.” 

On a straight. pay increase since 
1876. brigadier generals have re- 
ceived the most. In 1876 a BG 
received a tax-free salary of $5500. 
Today his taxable income is 
$11,846.40, or an increase of 
$6346.40. A major general, on the 
other hand, has had his pay in- 
creased only by $5416.80 since 1876.

Anti-Perspirants and Deodorants 


Anti-perspirants do a good 

but they should be me of ine 
quently with soap and water. 
Many such preparations do their 
work by causing a chemical irri- 
tation at the openings (pores) of 
the sweat glands. The pores be- 
come swollen and the openings are 
closed off so that the perspiration 
nr by the glands cannot get 
ut. 

If this condition is further ag- 
Sravated by the continuous appli- 
cation of anti-perspirants the irri: 
tated pores can become inflamed 
and cause a troublesome rash. This 
can be avoided simply by washing 
off the area bn which the prepara- 
tion was used with soap and water 
just before going to bed. Next day 
the preparation can be re-applied. 

Deodorants are not necessarily 
anti-perspirants. Some. act by their 
mild antjseptic action. It is well 
known that sweat has no odor until 
it becomes contaminated by the 
germs on the skin. The antiseptic 
deodorant keeps back the action of 
the germs and-thereby prevents the 
odor from forming. 

Soap, itself, is also mildly anti- 
septic and if used frequently 
enough will Keep the perspiration 
odorless.

Desert Is for Sale 


CHAPTER 7 


]F YOU can rehabilitate parched, 

uninhabitable land and make it 
fit for use, you can have it for 
yourself. That is the gist of the 
“desert-land law,” which makes it 
possible for you to obtain hundreds 
of acres of arid and semi-arid land 
at $1.25 an acre. Your main task 
is to prove to the Bureau of Land 
Management that you have brought 
water to the land, and that you can 
make it productive and habitable. 

In some respects, this is like the 
homestead laws but it is unique in 
that you are not required actually 
to live-on the land. 

Apparently many who have un- 
successfully attempted to reclaim 
desert land, have failed largely be- 
eause they undertook 2 task too 
big for themselves. Thus, accord- 
ing to the government while you 
may be entitled to obtain 320 acres 
you might. make a more successfu 
venture in reclaiming a smaller 
tract of land. 

There is no doubt about it land 
economists agree that reclaiming 
arid lands is hard work. Yet it is 
not always futile; it has been done 
before and is being done today. It 
has been accomplished by hardy 
individuals and by small platoons 
of farm-minded families pooling 
their energies and resources. 

All the land available for desert- 
land entry under the law is lo- 
cated in 13 states: Arizona, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Idaho, Montana, 
Nevada, New Mexico, North Da- 
kota, Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, 
Washington and Wyoming. 

As under the homestead laws, a 
person making application for des- 
ert land is called an entryman. 
This is his status until he actually 
obtains a patent or deed to the 
land. While he is an entryman, 
he may proceed to work on the

a go of it, even if you should fail 
fo act on your right to enter, you 
may exhaust your right to make 
future desert-land applications. 
Except for Nevada you must also 
become a resident of the state in 
which the desert land you apply 
for is located. 

Entry to desert land can be 
made only on that portion of the 
public domain which is surveyed, 
unreserved, unappropriated and 
non-mineral in character. -In some 
cases, if the land does contain coin- 
mercially valuable minerals — 
coal, fissionable materials, phos- 
phate — it may be applied for, but 
the. Federal government reserves 
the right to remove the minerals 
from the land. 

When the BLM says that you 
must have personal knowledge of 
the land, it means just that. You 
cannot rely upon second-hand in- 
formation transmitted to you 
through a friend er agent. State 
clearly that you have personally 
examined the land. You will also 
need two witnesses to verify this, 
and they, too, must be personally 
acquainted with the land. 

When you submit your appli- 
cation you must present evidence 
that you have taken steps toward 
bringing water to the land. This 
may be done by showing that you 
have a contract or other definite 
arrangement to acquire rights to 
water. You may perhaps be able 
to obtain a statement from a lo- 
cal official or a corporation run- 
ning a huge ranch nearby, stating 
that you will be able to obtain 
water sufficient for irrigation from 
a common pool. Of course, if you 
ean show that water is obtainable 
from the property itself, so much 
the better. 

Along with the application you 
should file a fairly accurate map 
and plan showing: (1) how you in- 
tend to obtain the water, (2) which 
portions of the land will be irri- 
gated and (3) exactly how you in- 
tend to get the water to the land. 


Congress which should appeal to 
divining-rod enthusiasts. Under a 
law passed in October, 1919, you 
can get a permit to prospect for 
water holes on 2560 acres of *the 
arid public domain in Nevada. For 
a fee of one cent per acre, the en- 
tire 2,560 acres becomes your pri- 
vate water-hunting grounds. If 
you make a lucky strike in this 
area, you can get as much as 640 
acres from the Federal government 
as a gift! 

This unique statute applies 
only to Nevada and was passed 
exclusively for the purpose of 
entouraging “the reclamation of 
certain arid lands in Nevada.” 

You need not be a resident of 


Nevada. 
. * .

in. Besides enabling you to find 
the particular map or booklet you 
may want, it may prove to be a 
useful guide to related subjects as 
well.

The battalion just received 12 
spanking new “M8 E2 iractors,” re- 
placing the old M4’s which have 
seryed as prime movers for the 
unit’s 155 mm. guns, 

This new bulldozer-troop carrier 
combination sports a  500-horse- 
power motor with a torque con- 
verter-type automatic transmission. 
It’s a real improvement over the 
210-horsepower engine and the 
clutch and gearshift-type transmis- 
sion of the M4. 

The machine, operated by two 
men, can carry 20 fully equipped

KOREA BILL SCHOOLING 

Q. Is there any possible way for 

a person to reenlist after the ex- 
piration of his currént tour of duty 
and still retain his Korea GI educa- 
tion® entitlement? I will be dis- 
charged Aug. 17, 1956 and, under 
present law, must take or begin rf 
school training before Aug. 1 
1959..As I understand the law, 
there is no provision for extension 
of entitlement cutoff date due to 
immediate reenlistment. 

A. No. However, if a veteran 
began his education end training 
and then reenlisted, the VA would 
allow him to resume his education 
after discharge even though the 
cutoff date may have passed. VA

suspend his GI Bill course for up 
to 12 months without YA approval. 
If the suspension lasts longer than 
12 months, the veteran must prove 
that the excess over 12 was for 
reasons beyond his control.

Soldier Invents 
‘No-Spill’ Tank: 
Filling Device 


FORT. LAWTON, Wash. — Sgt. 
Milton M. Jones, an MP in Det. 4 
pee Service Unit, has been issued 

a patent on a gasoline tank filler 
device to prevent spilling gasoline 
from military vehicles. 

Jones, who entered the Army in 
1946, invented the device while 
serving in Germany from 1949 to 
1951. During maneuvers, Jones re- 
fueled trucks with German gaso- 
line cans that caused considerable 
amounts to spill. To save fuel, he 
devised an adjustable support for 
a sliding sleeve on a funnel into 
which the gasoline is poured from 
any container. 

The patent was secured through 
the assistance of the Quartermaster 
General. The armed services may 
use the device without paying 
royalty, but Jones has the right to 
sell his invention for commercial 
use.
